Swallowing, Breathing With Goiter Explained 


BY JOSEPH MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: What are 


the symptoms of a goiter? Does 
it impair hearing? Is there 
difficulty in swallowing, or 
seeming to be unable to get a 
full breath of ah-? Does it cause 
phlegm? K caught in the early 
stages can it be treated without 
surgery? — Mrs. 0. T. 


Impairment of hearing is 


most unlikely but the other 
symptoms can occur. 


Goiter is an enlargement of 


the thyroid gland in the neck, 
but there are different types: It 
may show swelling mainly on 
one side, or on both; it may be 
nodular or smooth; it can be 
toxic or non-toxic; the swelling 


| may be just in the neck, or 
'some of it may be out of sight 
below the upper part of the 
breast bone. 


The swelling can impinge on 


the esophagus, or gullet, giving 
a sense of difficulty in swallow- 
in. It may also exert pressure 
on the windpipe, interfering 
somewhat with breathing, and 


I causing irritation and hence 
'phlegm in the throat. 


A non-toxic goiter may cause 


no symptom except a bulge. A 
toxic goiter, though, usually 
presents such severe symptoms 
(extreme nervousness, 
rapid 


heart beat, loss of weight, 
excessive 
sweating, 
possibly 


prominence of the eyeballs) that 


Dr. Molner 


the patient loses no time in 
going to his doctor. 


Usually large goiters have to 


be removed surgically both 
because of size and annoying 
symptoms. 
Some 
types 
of 


goiter, however, can be control- 
led and slightly reduced in size 
by medication. 


In'doubtful cases, medication 


may be tried for a time to see 
whether it promises success; in 
severe cases it is usually best to 
go right ahead with surgery 
without wasting tune.

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Bridge Funds Wanted 


The proposal of Sen. Reuben LaFave to 


dedicate a special fund for the task of 
rebuilding major highway and urban 
bridges in Wisconsin is a timely one and 
the Oconto legislator is in a favorable 
position to win the attention of his 
colleagues in the 1967 legislature for the 
cause. Sen. LaFave is the chairman of the 
State Senate Committee on Highways, and 
is likely to be returned to that assignment 
when the new legislature organizes. 


There is an incongruity in the inability 


of the State Highway Commission, confined 
as it is in a budget straitjacket that reflects 
conditions and fund allocations of earlier 
decades, to recognize the urgency of some 
of the bridge needs of the state, and 
notably in our own Fox River Valley, at a 
time of deliberate acceleration of the state 
highway improvement program on the 
whole with the willing consent of the 
highway taxpayer. 


That acceleration program as it devel- 


ops will leave some costly gaps and 
deficiencies, unless the Highway Depart- 
ment is permitted to rebuild major bridges 
as well as important land travel routes. 
The result will be a series of traffic 
bottlenecks that 
will 
negate, 
to a 


considerable degree, the purposes of the 
acceleration campaign. 


While we salute Sen. LaFave for his 


interest and bis willingness to lead this 
campaign, we have some doubts about the 
feasibility of the particular financing 
method he has advocated. 


He would degregate certain of the 


state's sales tax revenues that are now paid 
into the state general treasury for highway 
industry-related purchases, and pledge the 
equivalent for a special long bridge fund. 
While this has an appearance of plausibil- 
ity, it has the obvious shortcoming that it 
will generate a deficit in the state general 
fund that will require another revenue 
enactment to make good. It would be 
preferable, it seems to us, to review the 
present highway fund distribution and to 
make revisions in recognition 
of the 


changing requirements and wants in the 
highway program since the statutory 
formula for fund allocation was established 
many years earlier. 


Such alternatives will doubtless be 


considered when the objections to diver- 
sion of general fund revenue are offered in 
the new legislature. What is important now 
is that the issue has been raised, loudly 
and clearly, and that a leading voice in the 
legislature has acknowledged bridge im- 
provements as an integral part of traffic 
service improvement. 


Our Recreation Village 


Recreational facilities of the Fox Valley 


took a giant step last week with the 
approval of the first recreation village in 
the state, which will be located in and next 
to High Cliff State Park. 


Developer Francis Schneider plans to 


include an 18-hole golf course, motel, 
supper club, 200 homes, small lakes, riding 
trails and a service center in his 460-acre 
project. The new features of the Calumet 
County recreation area will be complemen- 
tary to the state park on the shores of 
Lake Winnebago. 


The development is expected to receive 


national attention because of its example 
of cooperation between government and 
private enterprise. The State Conservation 
Commission has agreed to purchase 37 
acres of land from Schneider and grant 
easements on 118 acres. 


The cooperation between the state and 


Schneider will be of benefit to both parties 
and to the public. High Cliff State Park, 
which has grown steadily in popularity 
during recent years, is among the three 
most used parks in the state system, and 
the planned 
development is sure to 


increase its use. Calumet County will 
receive more taxes from the village than 
have been lost due to purchases of private 
land for the state park. More importantly, 
it will be given the chance to become one 
of the leading recreation centers of the 
state. 


The 
Conservation 
Commission and 


Schneider are to be saluted for the 
agreement they have reached. In this age 
of fears of creeping socialism and too 
much government control, it is heartening 
to see that the state and private 
individuals can work together to benefit 
each other and the general public. 


Latin-American Arms Race 


The supplying of American military 


arms and ammunition, either by gift 
through the foreign aid program or by 
sales, is not always easy to evaluate. In 
general we want friendly countries to be 
able to repel aggressors or to give that 
impression. 


One of the problems is the instability 


of many of the governments of such 
countries. The American supplied planes 
given to the Laotian Air Force, for 
example, were used a fortnight ago to 
bomb the friendly Laotian Army. Pakis- 
tan's military might, almost completely 
supplied by the United States, was used in 
the war against India and now Pakistan is 
friendly with a major American enemy, 
Communist China. In the Middle East, 
American arms are used against each other 
at least in threatening postures on Israel's 
borders. 


Obviously each sale or gift has to be 


decided on the immediate situation with 
the realization that our current friends are 
bur potential enemies. 


Government officials in Washington 


have recently announced the sale of 25 jet 
planes to Peru. Peru needs the planes it 
seems, because its neighbor, Chile, bought 
25 jet planes from Great Britain. And 
Chile felt the need because the United 
States had sold 25 jet 
fighters 
to 


Argentina. 


All three of the Latin 
American 


countries involved are not only constantly 
threatened with revolution, coups and less 
serious upheavals. All three have wide- 
spread poverty and the need of extensive 
government sponsored social and economic 
reforms. What all three do not need is the 
tremendous 
expense of maintaining a 


modern military machine against each 
other. There is no threat of attack from 
Asia, Europe or the United States. 


Of course if the United States did not 


sell the Latin American nations such arms, 
somebody else would. There is also the 
matter of Latin American self respect in 
this dangerous world where the symbols of 
military power such as jet planes are 
supposed to raise morale and instill 
national pride. If the United States refused 
some of our economic aid unless the 
military expenses were drastically cut, 
some Latin 
American leaders 
might 


consider the military more important for 
maintaining internal control as well as 
protection for allegedly dangerous outside 
enemies. 


But it does not make much sense for 


American taxpayers to pay out sums for 
economic assistance when the money in 
turn goes to buy military supplies. This is 
actually a sort of subsidy to our own 
ammunition companies or to those of other 
countries.

bargain" is, from our point of 
view — it is a transaction hi 
which we feel we have come 
out ahead. But what is a "best 
bargain"? Is it not a transac- 
tion hi which both parties feel 
they have come out ahead?

Certainly this is the case in 


marriage. Those marriages we 
regard as the happiest are 
those in which each of the 
partners believes that he or 
she got the best of it, that the 
other mate is really better 
than we are, and perhaps 
better than we deserve. 


Conversely, the worst mar- 


riages are those in which one 
of the mates feels "cheated." 
It is a bad bargain, and bad 
bargains usually end in the 
divorce court. And even when 
the balance is redressed, so 
that the scales tip more 
equably, we still would like to 
feel that we have the best of 
the bargain. 


Nations are like families in 


this respect. Within the family 
of nations, each wants to get a 
"good bargain" in its relation- 
ship with the others. Yet a 
good bargain is one in which 
we get more and the other 
gets less; in such cases, the 
other will try to get more and 
give us less. Such conflict ends 


not in the divorce court, but In • 
war. 


What we have to ami for, in 


these parlous times, is awak- 
ening the realization of every 
country that peace represents 
the "best bargain" of all — 
because it is the only condition 
in which each nation can get 
back more than it is giving. 


In our present state of 


national rivalry, this country 
or that can get a "good: 
bargain" in one part of the 
world or another, in one 
economic area or another. But 
such bargains are more illu- 
sory or real — because it 
usually costs more to keep the 
advantage than it did to gain • 
it-In the best bargain — which . 
is a firm structure of world" 
law, assuring world peace —" 
each country would receive • 
much more than it gives. If 
we and the Russians, for 
intance, stopped spending so 
many billions on armaments 
(which nobody really wants to» 
use), 
the returns of putting 


that money to productive use • 
would bring a hundredfold 
benefit to all of us. 


If we warred jointly on 


poverty, disease, 
aiiteracy, 


prejudice, pollution, mental 
illness, crime and a dozen 
other common enemies of 
mankind, each nation and each 
person would get back infinite- 
ly more than he contributed. 
This is so obvious as to be 
banal — but it is precisely the 
obvious that is the most 
difficult 
in human affairs. 


War, in the 20th century, is no 
longer even the "good bar- 
gain" it seemed to victors in 
the past. There is no-time left 
for anything but the best 
bargain.

Plight of Gemini 
Lovell Becoming Space 
Endurance Champion

MANNED SPACE CENTER, 


Houston, Tex. (AP) — The 
minute James A. Lovell Jr., 38, 
sails into orbit aboard Gemini 
12 today, he'll become the 
world's champion astronaut by 
logging more time in space than 
any other human. 


The Navy captain's only re- 


gret is that the mission is to last 
"just four days." 


Relatively speaking, indeed it 


will be short — for him. Lovell 
currently shares the space flight 
endurance 
record 
with Air 


Force Col Frank Borman. The 
two rode Gemini 7 last Decem- 
ber for a grueling flight of 330 
hours and 35 minutes. 


Lovell has as his flying part- 


ner this time Air Force Maj. 
Edwin E. (Buzz) Aldrin, Jr., 36, 
a rookie at the controls of a 
spaceship but a veteran in the 
ground-based end of the nation's 
space program. 


Combat Pilot 


A former combat pilot, Aldrin 


holds a doctor's degree from the 


rendezvous two satellites in or- 
bit. He is considered an expert 
in the field. 


This puts Aldrin under a little 


extra pressure when Gemini 12 
rockets off a launch pad search- 
ing out a rendezvous with an 
Agena satellite. He wrote about 
such chases, helped teach them 
to other astronauts, and now, in 
essence, it'll be up to him to 
show he can practice what he 
preaches. 


Aldrin graduated third in a 


class of 475 from the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in 
195L After accepting an Air 
Force commission, he got his 
wings and went to Korea a few 
months before hostilities ended 
there.

Listening Essential To Conversation 


If brilliant conversation is 


your aim in life, a national 
magazine suggests -you may 
attain it if you speak freshly, 
knowledgeably, personally, vi- 
vidly, provocatively, interesting- 
ly, humorously, seriously. . .or 
just listen actively and intelli- 
gently. 


The article compares a good 


conversation to a game of 
tennis played by two experts. 
The conversational ball is kept 
bouncing back and forth, always 
inside the court but cleverly and 
unexpectedly placed, its pace 
changing from slow to smash- 
ing, 
the timing brilliantly un- 


derstood by each of the players, 
and each acutely alert to what 
the other is doing. 


But there is a sharp differ- 


ence. In tennis the players are 
opponents. Each is trying to 
beat the other. Each is trying to 
place the ball where it cannot 
be returned. 


Keep Ball in Play 


In conversation the players 


are partners. The idea is to 
keep the conversational ball in 
play. The pleasure comes from 
common cause, from stimulat- 
ing the other person to shine 
while one shines oneself. Or, to 
return to the tennis analogy, so 
that each player is playing 
"over his head." 


Listening is essential in any 


conversation, 
the 
magazine 


notes. Not just sitting vapidly, 
but actively listening. 
That 


great conversationalist, art-his- 
torian Bernard Berenson, wrote 
'If 
a 
woman keeps silent 


intelligently, her company is 
precious." Listening, attentively 
and intelligently, is a means of 
communication. 


A conversation should grow in 


a chain reaction, each remark 
the consequence of one that 


went before and the prologue of 
what is to come. Unless one has 
listened, one cannot pick up 
from what has been said. 


Interrupting means exactly 


what it says — breaking into an

On a "special purchase" sale, 


selection is good and styles can 
be timely. These sales are 
frequent and may be either pre- 
season or post-season items. 


Redactions Offered 


Post-season merchandise may 


be a result of overproduction by 
the manufacturer or cancelled 
orders by retailers. Certain 
irregularities such as missing 
pickets or faulty workmanship 


which justify mark-downs are 
often found. Reductions normal- 
ly range from 15 to 20 per cent. 


Items of clothing available at 


an "annual" sale are goods 
from regular stock sold at 
reduced prices for a short 
period. Familiar. examples are 
August coat sales and January 
white sales. Sometimes these 
sales are called "regular stock" 
or 
"department 
managers" 


sales and reductions average 
about 10 to 15 per cent. 


Store-Wide Sales 


"Anniversary" sales are usual- 


ly store-wide and commemorate 
the

Nearly all departments within 
the store offer sale prices. HM 
sale may consist of regular 
stock items as well as some 
special purchase items which 
will not be carried in the 
regular stock. 


Sales are held to encourage

Spices have long been used in 


the daily diet, but knowledge 


j about their action in the body 


I has been limited, advises an 
article in the November issue of 
a family magaeine. According 
to this article, a doctor in West 
Germany has established that 
all spices, except bitter types 
such as vermouth and gentian, 
produce an abundant flow of 
saliva that is unusually rich in 
an enzyme, amylase. The abun- 
dant saliva, he reports, helps to 
remove the remains of food 
from the mouth and may help 
to inhibit development of tooth 
decay. The strong enzyme ac- 
tion aids starch digestion in the 
i stomach. Spices also seem to 
inhibit abnormal blood dotting 
and may help dissolve clots that 
have already formed. Studies 
I indicate that spiced foods can 
increase hormone secretion by 
the 
adrenal glands — an 


observation that seems -to sup- 
port an old idea that spices are 
tonic.
